WHEREAS, For many of its members, Dwindle Hall, as a common space, has helped them develop 

positive identities focused on working hard, directing energy into creativity, and learning 
from one another about much more than just dance.; and, 

WHEREAS, The individuals who compose the Dwindle Hall Breakers have been awarded numerous 
accolades for their exhibition of talents and skills in various competitions across the state 
of California. These include: 2012 - Schools For Fools VI 1 st Place, 2012 All The Way 
Live 2 nd Place, 2012 Dare 2 Dream 2 nd Place, 201 1 De Anza 2v2 1 st Place, 2010 Rock 
City 8 LA 1 st Place, 2010 Culture of Four San Diego 1 st Place, 2009 Battle At the Buzz 3 
1 st Place; and, 

WHEREAS, Dwindle Hall Breakers has performed at many campus events to build bridges between 
groups and use art as a medium to promote positive energy and inclusivity. Such 
performances include: Brave New Voices 2012, Perspectives Showcase performance 
201 1, Movement Showcases in Fall and Spring of 2012, 201 1, Danceworx Showcase 
Fall and Spring of 201 1, 2010, and SASC and Seam Benefit 2009; and, 

WHEREAS Members of the Dwindle Hall Breakers have taken part in artistic movements of social 
change in Cambodia and Kenya as instigators, creators, and background dancers for

WHEREAS, the stated purpose of the National Pan-Hellenic Council is "Unanimity of thought and 
action, as far as possible, in the conduct of Greek letter collegiate fraternities and

WHEREAS, a problem faced by many Black sororities and fraternities on campus is misinformed 
stereotypes about the missions, purposes, and values of the organizations; and,

WHEREAS, The bridges Multicultural Resources Center has directly influenced the level of diversity

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A Bill to Amend the Eligibility Requirements of the ASUC Removing Impediments 

to Students Education Scholarship

WHEREAS, in 1998, the "Aid Elimination Penalty" amendment was added to the Higher Education 
Act (HEA) that would exclude students with drug convictions to receive federal financial 
aid to institutions of higher learning; and, 

WHEREAS, the ASUC Removing Impediments to Students Education Scholarship was created in 
2007 to provide scholarships to students denied financial aid due to a prior drug 
conviction; and, 

WHEREAS, through the Academic Affairs Vice President's (AAVP) office a four-hundred ($400) 
dollar scholarship can be provided to a student, however in the last two years there has 
not been a recipient because no students have applied; and, 

WHEREAS, the AAVP office has personally requested to amend the eligibility requirements of the 
ASUC RISE Scholarship in order to expand its potential applicant pool and to further 
support students of the University who face hardships receiving financial aid, and; 

WHEREAS, there is a current student organization on campus that has been confused with this 
scholarship; but reflects the core mission of the ASUC RISE Scholarship of helping 
students who face socio-economic hardships due to their limited access to financial aid, 
and; 

WHEREAS, Rising Immigrants Scholars through Education (RISE) is a student organization 

promoting awareness for current college and high school students on educational issues 
that affect the immigrant community; and 

WHEREAS, the RISE student organization serves as a support group for students by being a resource 
on campus to ensure that AB 540 students at UC Berkeley have academic and financial 
support to complete their academic endeavors; and, 

WHEREAS, In 2001 the California legislature passed AB 540, which allowed undocumented students 
who attended at least three years at a California high school, graduated, and were 
accepted by a college or university in California to be eligible for resident fees; and, 

WHEREAS, in 201 1, California State Legislature passed AB 130 that would allow students that meet 
the in-state tuition requirements to apply for and receive scholarships derived from non- 
state funds; and, 
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WHEREAS, in late 201 1, the California State Legislature also passed AB 131 that would allow 
students to apply for Board of Governor's Fee Waiver and Cal Grants; and, 

WHEREAS, the AAVP office has recommended to include AB 540 students as eligible to apply for 

the ASUC RISE Scholarship because financial aid resources will still be limited for these 
students, despite the passing of AB 130 and 131; and, 

WHEREAS, Title 23, Article 2 of the ASUC By-Laws outlines the eligibility requirements for the 
Removing Impediments to Students Education Scholarship as: 
ARTICLE II - ELIGIBILITY 

2.1 Eligibility for New Scholarships 

Any UC Berkeley or UC Berkeley Extension Student shall be eligible to receive an ASUC 
Removing Impediments to Students' Education (RISE) Scholarship, provided that the student 
meets the following requirements: 

1. The student has been declared ineligible for federal financial aid, based upon their 
affirmative answer to the Aid Elimination Provision on the Free Application for Federal 
Student Aid (FAFSA), by the University Office of Financial Aid 

2. The student is a registered UC Berkeley Student in good standing; 

3. The student maintains a UC Grade Point Average of 2.5 or above; 

4. The student contributes a minimum of 20 hours during the Academic Year of community 
service, to be approved by the ASUC Academic Affairs Vice President; 

5. The student uses the Scholarship funds only to pay for UC Berkeley tuition or fees, housing 
costs, or textbooks or other course materials purchased at the ASUC Store. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that Title 23, Article 2.1.1 of the ASUC By-Laws be amended to 
include: 

1. The student has been declared ineligible for federal financial aid, based upon their affirmative 
answer to the Aid Elimination Provision on the Free Application for Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA), by the University Office of Financial Aid. Or the student has been declared with 
AB540 undocumented status. 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the ASUC recognizes that higher education 
should be equally accessible for all students, regardless of citizenship status; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that the ASUC continue to provide resources for 
students, such as the RISE Scholarship, to help support students' attainment of higher education. 
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A Bill in Support of a More Transparent and Accessible Elections Process

WHEREAS, Title IV, Article 1.2 currently states: 
"Equal Protection 

These by-laws are intended to ensure that each candidate is afforded an opportunity for 
election equal to that of any other candidate for that office. . ."; and 

WHEREAS, Article VII, Section 6, Points A and B of the ASUC Constitution entitled "Campaign 
Finance" currently read: 

"A. Executive Officer candidates and/or their parties which act in coordination 
with the candidate are allowed to spend up to $1,000 on their ASUC campaign. 
Senate candidates and/or their parties which act in coordination with the candidate 
are allowed to spend up to $200 on their ASUC campaign 

B. These provisions must be administered by a member of the Elections 
Council."; and 

WHEREAS, the above clause allows Parties to spend money on behalf of the candidate; however, 

neither the above clause, nor the By-Laws, articulate a transparent methodology for any 
body to administer these expenditures; and 

WHEREAS, the above Constitutional clauses set a precedent for limiting spending during campaigns, 
but does not articulate a cap on party spending; and 

WHEREAS, Title IV Section 5.3 of the Elections By-Laws currently reads: 

"5.3 Creation of a New Party 

Any student who wishes to create a new party can become the Party Signatory of 
that party by being the first person to do one of the following. 
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1. Submit in person to the Attorney General, a written Party Registration Form. 
One copy of this form will be kept with the Attorney General, and a second copy 
must be made available to the registrant upon request. 

2. Submit to the ASUC Senate a written Party Registration Form Upon receipt of 
this form, the chair shall announce receipt of the form which will then be entered 
into the minutes."; and 

WHEREAS, Title IV, Section 5.8, Number 1 of the By-Laws currently reads: 

"5.8 Party Registration and Transfer of Party Signatory Forms 

1. The Party Registration Form shall include the party name, the date submitted, the name 
and signature of the Party Signatory, and the signature of the Attorney General or Chair 
of the ASUC Senate (whichever receives the form)."; and 

WHEREAS, the Elections By-laws (Title IV) currently enumerates the process for founding parties, 
but does not articulate a cap on party spending; and 

WHEREAS, a Party, as defined in Article V Section 5.1, "is any group of two or more persons who 
mutually agree to use the same party name"; and 

WHEREAS, notwithstanding that Party formation is an established method of organizing around 

common interests and, as such, is a democratic principle that cannot and should not be 
undermined, may, without any limitations in an ASUC elections campaign, begin to 
undermine that very same democratic principle; and 

WHEREAS, a Party, under the current By-Laws, may collect unlimited amounts of money from 

unknown sources of funding including, but not limited to, its own membership dues, local 
business contributions, corporate sponsorships, etc.; and 

WHEREAS, a Party, under the current By-Laws, may spend unlimited amounts of money on any 
materials or services related or unrelated to the ASUC Elections; and 

WHEREAS, Parties, by virtue of their function, invariably benefit the candidates running under them 
since Party names are attached to these candidates on the Voter's Guide, campaign 
materials, and voting ballots; put another way, a party, with or without explicitly 
mentioning a candidate's name, ultimately advocate on behalf of said candidate; thus, 
unlimited utterances of party name creates unlimited (direct and indirect) references to 
party candidates; and 



WHEREAS, these unchecked activities ultimately undermine the "Equal Protection" clause articulated 
above, because it places candidates who do not run with a Party at a severe economic 
disadvantage; these independent candidates face greater restrictions than candidates who 
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belong to parties that may spend unlimited amounts of money; thus the current structure 
provides an unfair advantage unto said candidates running with parties whose current 
finances go unchecked by the public and/or the ASUC due to the disproportionate access 
they have to campaign resources; and 

WHEREAS, the mere presentation of receipts to a member of the Elections Council does not eliminate 
chances of underreporting or misrepresentation of expenditures; and 

WHEREAS, United States Federal Laws regarding campaigns, titled Federal Election Campaign 
Laws, compiled by the Federal Election Commission already set a precedent for the 
motivations inhered within this bill, particularly the following clauses which read: 

"The treasurer of a political committee shall 

keep an account of — 

(1) all contributions received by or on behalf of such political committee; 

(2) the name and address of any person who makes any contribution in excess of $50, 
together with the date and amount of such contribution by any person 

(g)- 

(4) The Secretary of the Senate shall make the designations, statements, and 
reports received under this subsection available for public inspection and 
copying... and shall preserve such designations, statements, and reports... 



(h) Campaign depositories; designations, maintenance of accounts, 

etc.; petty cash fund for disbursements; record of disbursements. 

(1) . . .Each political committee shall maintain at least one checking account and 
such other accounts as the committee determines at a depository designated by 
such committee. All receipts received by such committee shall be deposited in 
such accounts. No disbursements may be made (other than petty cash 
disbursements under paragraph (2)) by such committee except by check drawn 
on such accounts in accordance with this section." 1 ; and 



WHEREAS, the Federal Law cited above need not be fully emulated, but rather serves as proof that this 
idea is historically grounded and therefore warrants thoughtful and objective analysis in its 
implementation in the ASUC system; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that there be a Section 7.14 added to Title I, Article VII to read: 

"7.14 Special Committee on Election Finances 

1 For the sake of brevity, full documentation can be found at http : //www . fee . go v/1 aw/f ec a/f ec a .pdf (Pages 13-16) 
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1. Voting members: Three (3) Senators, one from the party with a majority in the 

Senate, one from the second largest voting bloc, Attorney General, Elections Council 
Chair and another from the remaining third parties/independents. One party chair 
from each party will be made a non-voting ex-officio member of this committee. 
Decisions made by the committee will require a majority vote. 

Whose functions will include a) consideration of the following therefore be it resolved clauses to 
produce a bill that effectively and efficiently addresses the issue raised in this bill; and b) to determine 
an appropriate party spending limit through an informed conversation: 



" BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that there be a Section 7.14 added to Title I, Article VII to read: 
"7.14 Special Committee on Election Finances 

1. Voting members: Three (3) Senators, one from the party with a majority in the 
Senate, one from the second largest voting bloc, Attorney General, Elections Council 
Chair and another from the remaining third parties/independents. Decisions made by 
the committee will require a majority vote. 

2. Functions 

(a) To conduct an audit of the finances of any registered political party or 
independent candidate whose aggregate expenditures total greater than 

$1,000 according to candidate disclosure forms; 

(b) If a candidate or political party fails to meet the $1000 threshold, an 
audit can also be triggered by a majority vote of the Standing Committee on 
Elections Finances; 

(c) Such an audit cannot be conducted prior to the completion of the Filing 
Period (Title IV, Article VI, Section 6.3), and must be completed prior to the 
reading of the Elections into the Senate Minutes (Title IV, Article XV, Section 
15.1); 

(d) To only request documentation relating to the current School Year at 
the time (eg. 2012-2013); 

(e) To must make the results of the audit publicly available; 

(f) Failure to comply with the requests for documentation shall be referred 
to the Judicial Council under Article XVIIII, Section 19.5; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Article V, Section 5.8, Number 1 be amended to read: 

"5.8 Party Registration and Transfer of Party Signatory Forms 
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1 . The Party Registration Form shall include the party name, the date submitted, the name and 
signature of the Party Signatory, and the signature of the Attorney General or Chair of the ASUC 
Senate (whichever receives the form). The Form must also include a statement agreeing to the 
provisions enumerated in Article XVIIII, and Title I, Article VII, Section 7.14. The signature 
must also prove an understanding of the necessary Sanctions that could result of a violation of 
any of these provisions, as articulated in Article XVIIII, Section 19.5." 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that there be an Article XVIIII added to Title IV of the Elections By- 
Laws; and 

FINALLY BE IT RESOLVED, that Article XVIIII reads as follows: 
ARTICLE XVIIII - PARTY SPENDING 

19.1 Definition of Party Spending 

Party Spending shall be defined as any transaction of money made by a party, party signatory, or 
member of a party, for campaign materials that bear the party name and likeness, not including 
materials that explicitly support a senate or executive candidate; 

19.2 Disclosure of Sources of Funding 

1. Parties must disclose and make available to the Standing Committee on Elections Finances all 
documentation requested regarding sources of funding, including, but not limited to, membership 
dues, individual contributions, business donations, Political Action Committees (PAC), lobbies, 
corporate sponsorships, etc; 

19.3 Disclosure of Expenditures 

1. Parties must disclose and make available to the Standing Committee on Elections Finances all 
documentation requested regarding expenditures, including, but not limited to, expenditures on 
behalf of individual candidates, and expenditures outside of individual campaigns; 

2. The Standing Committee on Elections Finances power of audit is not restricted to documentation 
regarding Party Spending, as defined in Section 19.1; 

19.4 Expenditure Limitations 

Party Spending shall be limited to $X per year per party; 

19.5 Sanctions 

1 . The Attorney General shall pursue charges against Party signatories who allegedly commit 
violations or fail to adhere to any of the rules above. The Attorney General shall not counsel any 
party members; 
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2. Failure to adhere to any of the rules above including, but not limited to, misrepresentation of 
funding sources, failure to report sources of funding, failure to report expenditures, etc. will result 
in the following sanctions: 

a. One censure to every senate candidate on the party slate during that year's 
ASUC Elections, and one censures to every executive candidate on the party slate 
during that year's ASUC Elections; 

b. The violating party will automatically have a censure applied to candidates 
running the following academic year in addition to the previous stated 
disciplinary action. The sanctioned Party must prove an adherence to these terms 
to lift disciplinary probation." " 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a bill be produced by the committee and 
considered by the Senate by the tenth week of instruction during the 2012-2013 fall semester. 
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A Bill in Support of Berkeley City Measure R

endorse the City Council's Charter reform measure once it has been finalized;" and, 

WHEREAS, the finalized charter reform measure, Measure R, is a significant step towards 
modernizing Berkeley's redistricting process; and, 

WHEREAS, in 1986, the lines drawn for the current districts deliberately gerrymandered students into 
four different districts and inhibited student voice,; and, 

WHEREAS, in accordance with the aforementioned clause, the full ASUC Senate must vote on 
whether or not to endorse Measure R; and, 

WHEREAS, Measure R does away with cumbersome, arcane and unfair rules regarding redistricting; 
and, 

WHEREAS, these rules limit the ability of Berkeley to attain fair district boundaries that ensure equal 
representation for all Berkeley residents; and, 

WHEREAS, Measure R could ensure an enhanced student voice in Berkeley politics; and, 

WHEREAS, Measure R ensures that all communities of interest, not just students, can be granted their 
due representation at the city level; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the ASUC endorses Measure R; and, 

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that should Measure R pass in the November 2012 election, the ASUC 
will participate in drafting an ASUC-endorsed redistricting proposal that ensures representation of the 
students by drawing a student district. 
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A BILL IN OPPOSITION TO MEASURE S

WHEREAS, Measure S is a deeply misguided November 2012 ballot measure in the City of Berkeley 
that would criminalize sitting or laying on many city sidewalks between the hours of 
7AM and 10PM; and, 

WHEREAS, the Berkeley City Council voted 6 to 3 in favor of placing Measure S on the 2012 Ballot; 
and, 

WHEREAS, the homeless youth center is closed for six months out of the year, offering no services or 
daytime drop in area for the city's homeless youth; and, 

WHEREAS, the adult homeless shelter is open only at night; and, 

WHEREAS, these deficits in the city's homeless services make sitting on city sidewalks during 
daytime hours the only option for many of Berkeley's homeless residents; and, 

WHEREAS, Measure S would criminalize sitting on city sidewalks during the exact hours that these 
deficits in homeless services leave sitting on sidewalks as the only option; and, 

WHEREAS, the criminalization of such an innocent and biologically necessary behavior is both 
inhumane and unreasonable; 

WHEREAS, all of the problematic behaviors cited by proponents of Measure S are already illegal, 

making Measure S a dramatic overreach that would criminalize a harmless behavior; and, 

WHEREAS, laws like Measure S have historically been enforced in a discriminatory fashion and thus 
opposed the American Civil Liberties Union and other organizations concerned with the 
preservation of basic freedoms; and, 

WHEREAS, previous iterations of this ordinance in the Cities of San Francisco, California, and 

Portland, Oregon, and other major cities have been found unconstitutional as enforced 
and struck down in whole or in part for violations of First, Fifth, and/or Eighth 
Amendments to the United States Constitution; and, 

WHEREAS, 40% of homeless youth identify as lesbian, gay, bisexual, or trans while only 4% of 
Americans identify as lesbian, gay, bisexual, or trans, demonstrating an extremely 
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disproportionate representation of queer folks in the homeless population; and, 



WHEREAS, the passing of the ballot initiative would clearly impact the most vulnerable of Berkeley's 
queer community specifically, and conflict with the message of Berkeley's recently 
adopted "Bisexual Pride Day"; and, 



WHEREAS, the proponents of this measure suggest that it would enable or encourage the city's 

homeless population to obtain services more readily, while in actuality, enforcement of 
the measure will block them from accessing the very services intended to help them by 
issuing citations and/or bench warrants to them; and, 



WHEREAS, a bench warrant prevents a person from accessing homeless services such as housing, and 
continues to push said person towards the prison-industrial complex, further crowding 
California's prison system with individuals who 



WHEREAS, the 201 1-2012 ASUC Senate class voted overwhelmingly to oppose a version of this 
measure when it came up during their term; and, 



WHEREAS, last year, large numbers of students successfully organized against the proposed 
ordinance and helped to keep it off the ballot; and, 



WHEREAS, the Berkeley City Council's vote, which took place during U.C. Berkeley's summer 

session, was timed to preclude the same level participation from U.C. Berkeley students 
and prevent the 2012-2013 Senate class - which had not yet assumed office - from taking 
a stance on the issue as the 201 1-2012 class had; and, 



WHEREAS, the 2012-2013 ASUC Executives sent a letter to Mayor Tom Bates expressing opposition 
to both the timing and nature of the measure before it was placed on the ballot by a vote 
of the City Council; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the ASUC firmly oppose Measure S in the City of Berkeley; 
and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the ASUC oppose analogous laws in other municipalities, and 
denounce the spirit of sit-lie laws.
